The Men In the Anthracite Re- 
gion Are Almost Sure to 
Leave Their Places. 



OVER 140,609 MINERS ARE INVOLVED 



Statement of the Situation Made Hy 
President Jobn Mitchell of the 
Mine Workers Union. 



IndianapoliB, Ind., Sept. 1.— "In my 
opinion there will be a strike In the 
anthracite region of Pennsylvania 
and it will be the biggest the United 
States has ever known," said Presi- 
dent John Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers' of America. Mr. 
Mitchell had just returned from a 
trip east during which he was pres- 
ent at the convention of the miners 
at HazeMon, Pa. 

"Of course a strike muRt be order- 
ed by the executive council of the 
organization," he continued, "but all 
indications point to a big tie up. The 
situation in a nutshell is simply this: 
We have formulated our demands for 
on advance of about 20 per cent, in 
wages and the removal of certain 
conditions that exist in the anthra- 
cite region. Principal among these 
is that the operators in dealing with 
the miners allow 3,300 pounds to a 
ton and in selling coal sell 2,000 
pounds for a ton. 

"If the strike is ordered I believe 
that 140,000 men will come out. Of 
course I do not mean that these men 
will lay down their tools at once, but 
strike spirit is like war spirit, it 
grows continually and when oner 
port of the men are out in an 
effort to better their condition, the 
others will quickly follow. * 

"J do not know just what percent- 
age of the anthracite miners are In 
the mine workers' organization, but 
1 lirmly believe that 75.UOT men will 
quit the first day our men are or- 
dered out. If the bituminous miners 
attempt to supply the market for the 
anthracite dealers we will be com- 
pelled to call out nil of the men In 
such mines as supply this coal."

New York. Sept. 1.— The American 
line steamer St. Paul, Cnpt. John C. 
Jamison, arrived from Southampton 
and Cherbourg after a quick passage 
of six days, seven hours and six min- 
utes.

WAS IT A FAIR TRIAL? 



The Verdict in the Powers Case Conservatively 
Considered By a Kepublican Paper. 



It is an unexpected verdict. The Ken- 
tuckians who listened to it In the 

surprise In their faces, we hear. The 
prevalent impression had been that the 
Jury would report a disagreement. Is 
It a Just verdict? Was Powers an 
accessory to the murder of- William 
Ooebel? Did he personally procure the 
tiring of the fatal shot, or have a guilty 
knowledge that it was to be fired? We 
don't know, and we don't believe the 
Jurors know. Undoubtedly Taylor and 
Powers and the other Republicans in 
possession of the state orttcos at the 
time the murder was committed did an 
imprudent, Ill-advised thing when they 
brought the armed mountainoers to 
Frankfort. It is just as certain that 
there are largo excuses to be made for 
their error. They knew that Ooebel, 
who had obtained his nomination by 
fraud and violence, would stick at noth- 
ing in the execution of his purpose to 
possess himself of the Governorship 
and the whole machinery of state ad- 
ministration. They were assailed by 
nhsolute unscrupulousness, with vio- 
lence (masquerading under the forms of 
law I behind it. We suppose that one of 
the mountaineers—deliberately or im- 
pulsively; sober or drunk— tired the 
shot that killed tioebel.
